Claims 34 - 38, 94 - 95, and 97 - 98, drawn to patron system with 
advertisement/promotion and billing feature, classified in class 705, 
subclass 15. 

IV. Claims 1 3 - 23, 26 - 27, 29 - 33, 1 1 9, and 1 26, drawn to patron system 
and method which accept orders from customers and notify wait staffs to 
deliver the food to customers when food is ready, classified in class 705, 
subclass 15.
